Jerry Smith, 
Teddison Smith (KD9GGO), and Vern Killion (W5UYF) introduced themselves, and told of their 
involvement with amateur radio. 


Don asked if everyone had read the minutes for April and May. We did not have enough people 
attending the May meeting for a quorum, so an informal meeting was held. Don asked for a motion to 
approve the minutes. Steve (KDOYTH) made a motion, and it was seconded by Ann (KB9BAL). The 
motion carried. 


Treasurer’s Report: 


Larry (WB2UFO) read the Treasurer’s report for March 2016. Last month’s Ending Balance was 
$1,586.67, This month’s Ending Balance is $1,131.00, and the CD Balance is $1,323.00, making the 
Total Assets $2,469.00. A motion to accept the Treasurer's report was made by Gene (WOGZ) and 
seconded by Steve (KDOYTH). The motion carried. 


Larry mentioned that Cliff (KOCA) had renewed our incorporation status with the State of Missouri for 
two years, and donated the fee to the Club. Thanks Cliff! 
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Repeaters: 
Don (KDOHHN) reported that no one had reported any problems with either machine. 


Unfinished Business: 


Larry (WB2UFO) has been our liaison with the Quincy Club since we are having a joint effort on 

Field Day. He reported we are still planning on running 3F as opposed to 2F that we ran last year in 
Hannibal. We will try to run sideband, digital and CW. With our available space, we will try using 
tuned dipole antennas and a vertical rather than our GSRV’s. Larry and Don also discussed the 
dinner. The Club will provide pork chops, hamburgers and hot dogs. Buns, iced tea, lemonade and 
water will be furnished. Plates, napkins and silverware will also be furnished. Please bring a dish to 
pass. Don also reminded everyone that we will be operating 24 hours this year. Discussion followed 
concerning the facilities and possible setup of the stations. _Teddison (KD9GGQ) inquired about 
bringing his own radio and getting it on the air. Larry (WB2UFO) encouraged anyone to bring and test 
radios on the GOTA station. We will start setup at about 8:00 am on Saturday morning. Discussion 
followed concerning club radios and antennas.

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DX FROM THE TREASURER’S DESK

Hello again Fellow DX’ ers Here is our July report 
I just arrived home from my 24 hour stint at this year’s field day. I enjoyed being the GOTA 


coach as I watched the faces of the next generation of hams decide that this might really be fun. 
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My rig is still in my car with most of my equipment that accompanied me to field day. As I 
look at the task of moving all of that equipment from the garage to the shack the last thing Iam 
thinking about is the next Dxpedition I am going to hunt for on twenty meters [| But you may 
not be in the same situation as I am so here we go. Let us look at what is out there for us, 


First a neat special event that I did so very much enjoy last year. 
13 COLONIES (Special Event). Once again the annual (the 8th) "13 Colonies Special Event" 


will take place between 1300z, July Ist and 0400z July 7th. The certificate is printed on heavy 
card stock. Stations working one state or, as many as all 15, will be eligible for the certificate. A 
"Clean Sweep" indicator will be affixed, for those lucky enough to "Q" all 15. A special 
endorsement will be attached for stations contacting their sister operation, WM3PEN, in 
Philadelphia, PA, where independence was declared. New since 2015, the 13 Colonies have 
added a second sister event station GB13COL will operate from Durham, England. The 13 
Colonies certificate will have a Liberty Bell added for a contact with WM3PEN. They will also 
offer a special QSL card printed just for this event. There should be at least two stations 
from each on the 13 colonies on the air, as well as Super contest stations, multi-operator Club 
stations and OM and XYL teams. The U.S. original 13 colonies are CT-DE- GA-MA-MD-NC- 
NH-NJ-NY-PA-RI-SC-VA. Special events stations mentioned are: K2A (NY), K2B (VA), K2C 
(RI), K2D (CT), K2E (DE), K2F (MD), K2G (GA), K2H (MA), K2I (NJ), K2J (NC), K2K 
(NH), K2L (SC), and K2M (PA). All HF bands will be in play, including the WARC bands, 
with the exception of 60 meters. 2 meters and 6 meter simplex are encouraged. All modes of 
operation should be represented - SSB, CW, RTTY, Digital, and the Satellites. The mode of 
operation is up to the individual colony state station. For more details on the stations, suggested 
frequencies, QSL info and on how to obtain the special certificate, see:

5W, SAMOA. Pascal, HB9QEXA (ES51EXA), is now active as SWORX from Apia, 

Upolu Island (OC-097). The length of his stay is not known at this time. Activity will be 
holiday style on various HF bands using CW and SSB. He was heard on 20 meters CW on 
Wednesday. Equipment is a Yaesu FT857d into a 1/4 wave vertical and delta-loop antennas. 
QSL via his home callsign. 


6Y, JAMAICA (EME DXpedition). Operators Ned/AA7A, Larry/WO7R and Terry/ 
N6CW (known as the VHF Pirates Team) will be active as 6bY6M (6/2m EME) 
and 6Y7R (HF) from Jamaica between June 28th and July 5th. Activity will be mainly EME 
(WW. Loc. FK18) with some casual HF. QSL 6Y6M via NN7AZ or LoTW. QSL 6Y7R via 
NN7AZ. For more details, see:

J7, DOMINICA. Operators George/K5KG, John/W4IX and Jim/WI9WI will be 
active as J75KG, J79IX and J79WI, respectively, from Dominica (NA-101) 
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between July 2-12th. Activity will be on 80-10 meters with a focus on 

the 30/17/12 meters with concentration on CW. They will also be in the 

IARU HF World Championship signing as J77HQ giving out the DARCI multi- 

plier. QSL J77HQ and J75KG via K5KG direct or LoTW. QSL J79IX via W4IX. QSL J79WI 
via WI9WI by the Bureau. 


JT, MONGOLIA. Operators Yan/RZ3FW and Sergey/R4WAA will be active as JTSFW from 
Mongolia between July 11-19th. Activity will be on various HF bands. QSL via RZ3FW or the 
OQRS on ClubLog. 


JT, MONGOLIA. Operators Andry/RAYYGC, Dmitry/RA9YTX and Alexander/UA9YPS will 
be active as JTOYGC, JTOYTX and JTOYPS, respectively, from Lake Tolbo Nuur between July 
19-24th. Activity will be on 80-6 meters and also 2 meters EME. QSL JTOYTX via RAOYTX 
only direct. QSL JTOYPS via UAYYPS only direct or by the OQRS on ClubLog. QSL JTOYGC 
via RAYYGC direct only. 


JW, SVALBARD. Matthew, MOMIE, is now active as JW/MOMIE from the club 
station of JW5E at Longyearbyen, Svalbard (EU-026). The length of his 

stay is unknown. Activity will be holiday style on various HF bands, 

but seems to be mainly 20 meter SSB. QSL via his home callsign. 


PJ2, CURACAO. Operators Jim/K3NK, Joe/W3HNK, Jim/K3NK, and Jeff/K8ND are there as 
VERONA guests and will be active from the PJ2T station on Curacao (SA-099) between July 
1-12th. Operators (outside of the contest) will probably sign PJ2/homecall. The group is there to 
participation in the IARU HF World Championship as PJ2HQ and as a Multi-Op entry. QSL via 
LoTW. 


PJ6, SABA ISLAND. Jeff, PJ6/NM1Y, will host this year's 2016 KB8OCP Dave Kalter 
Memorial (SK) Youth DX Adventure (YDXA) team from his QTH on Saba Island (NA-145) 
between August 2-9th. The team will consist of 3 teenage operators, Morgan/KD8ZLK (11 yrs), 
YL Ruth/KM4LAO (17 yrs), and YL Faith/ AE4FH (11 yrs), and their chaperons/escorts 
Joe/KD8YPY, YL Sharon/KM4TVU, and James/WX4TV. The team will use the callsign PJOY 
(Poppa-Japan-Six- Youth). All technician and general class members of the team have been 
granted rights under control op supervision!
